THE  HEALTH  CENTRE. 


During  the  year  negotiations  continued  regarding  the  general  arrange¬ 
ments  and  the  siting  of  a  Health  Centre  in  the  town.  Penrith  is  a  natural 
and  ideal  place  for  such  a  Centre. 

If  the  provision  of  a  Centre  is  indefinitely  delayed,  then  this  is  a 
missed  opportunity  which  will  impede  the  health  services  for  the  town  and 
the  surrounding  district  more  and  more  as  time  passes.

MEASLES. 


Thera  were  132  cases  of  measles  reported  during  the  year  1970-  It  is 
gratifying  to  see  only  one  case  of  measles  in  1971*  Measles  vaccina  is 
being  extensively  used  in  the  district.  Children  are  immunised  almost 
exclusively  in  the  surgeries  of  family  doctors  and  are  mostly  booked 
appointments  through  the  County  Council’s  computer. 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  were  five  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  notified  during  the  year. 
There  was  one  case  each  notified  for  Scarlet  Fever  and  Thcoping  Cough  (not 
an  infant).  Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred. 


IMMUNISATION. 


Immunisation  against  Chopping  Cough  (with  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus)  is 
conducted  in  the  same  way  as  that  for  Measles.  At  the  beginning  of  1971 
Smallpox  vaccination  was  well  accepted  on  computer  booking  but  in  the  later 
part  of  the  year  this  was  discontinued  in  line  with  a  National  policy 
which  decided  that  routine  vaccination  in  infancy  v/as  no  longer  necessary. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


The  table  below  shows  the  satisfactory  state  of  the  prevalence  of 
Tuberculosis  in  Penrith.  There  has  been  little  change  over  the  past 
few  years.

OF  THE 


CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
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The  annual  report  for  1971  has  once  again  been  prepared  on  the  lines 
recommended  in  Circular  1/72  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security. 

The  number  of  new  houses  completed  in  1971  is  slightly  up  on  the 
previous  year.  Of  the  10S  houses  completed,  43  were  built  for  the 
Council.  There  has  been  a  new  interest  in  improving  old  houses  with 
Grant  Aid  due  to  the  increase  in  the  grant  available.  This  trend  is 
likely  to  increase  as  a  result  of  the  publicity  given  to  this  subject. 

Ls  will  be  seen  in  the  report  the  Milk  Supply  to  Penrith  is  very 
satisfactory.  Only  five  percent  of  the  milk  retailed  in  Penrith  is 
untreated  and  this  is  from  Brucellosis  Free  cows.  The  chance  therefore 
of  anyone  contracting  Brucellosis  from  drinking  untreated  milk  in 
Penrith  is  very  slight  -  but  still  possible,  so  long  as  any  untreated 
milk  is  retailed. 

Meat  Inspection  in  Penrith  is  carried  out  with  due  respect  to  the 
Meat  Inspection  Act  which  sets  down  standards  and  procedures  and  I  am 
grateful  to  Mr.  MacLellan.  and  Mr.  Slater  for  carrying  out  the  bulk 
of  this  task  so  efficiently. 

The  standard  of  inspection  is  as  far  as  I  am  concerned  in  Penrith 
as  good  as  will  be  found  in  the  majority  of  towns  of  Europe.  Having 
some  Icnowladge  of  what  takes  place  in  other  countries  it  is  high  time 
someone  spoke  up  and  stopped  running  this  country  dox/n.  The  Public 
Health  Inspectorate,  taken  so  much  for  grnnted  in  this  Country,  is  one 
thing  maybe  Europe  could  benefit  by  adopting*.

Lass  than  fifty  of  the  403  sub-standard  houses  the  Council  agreed  to 
clear  now  remain  and  with  a  healthy  house  building  program  for  1972  these 
should  be  dealt  with  before  the  next  report  is  made.  This  does  not  mean 
the  end  of  the  Council’s  sub-standard  properties.  I  am  quite  sure  that 
a  new  detailed  survey  of  our  older  properties  will  reveal  many  houses  in 
need  of  attention  which  in  turn,  if  not  attended  to,  will  be  the  slums  of 
tomorrow. 

The  Council's  Glum  Clearance  Program  of  1954  was  based  on  a  detailed 
survey  made  bet wean  1945  and  1947. 

PROVISION  OF  HOUSING  ACCOr  JDH.TICH  FCH  TIC  ELDERLY. 

The  Council  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  requirements  of  its  elderly 
citizens  and  of  the  704  dwellings  provided  since  1946,  ninety  are  for  the 
older  generation.

CGIldON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  last  common  lodging  house  in  Penrith  disappeared  many  years  ago. 

No  one  was  sorry  to  see  it  go  but  the  closing  of  this  type  of  establishment 
has  left  a  very  snail  section  of  the  community  with  no  alternative  provision. 


HINTS  ACT  1957 


Once  again  no  applications  for  "Certificates  of  Disrepair"  were  received 
by  the  Council. 

QUALIFICATION  CERTIFICATES. 

An  application  by  the  o-.mers  of  No.  1'  Sandgate,  Penrith,  for  a  qualifi¬ 
cation  certificate  was  refused  on  the  grounds  that  the  property  was  not  in  a 
state  of  good  repair. 

SE  rAGE  DISrOSAL. 

The  disposal  \/orks,  situated  on  the  bank  side  of  the  Fiver  Eden  in  the 
County  of  7est..iorland  have  for  many  years  now  been  overloaded  and  incapable 
of  working  efficiently.  As  a  result,  plans  have  now  been  prepared  to  enlarge 
and  modernise  the  works  with  a  view  to  taking  the  sewage  from  Earnont  3ridge 
and  a  proposed  Caravan  Site  in  the  grounds  of  Lowther  Castle,  in  addition  to 
the  increased  volume  of  material  from  an  expanding  Penrith. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 


The  collection  of  household  refuse  in  Penrith  is  supervised  by  the 
Surveyor.  The  Council  operate  a  once  a  week  house  collection  using  two 
vehicles.  About  one  third  of  the  dwellings  have  paper  sacks,  the 
remaining  two-thirds,  bins. 


CLEAN  AIR. 


It  is  regrettable  that  so  far  the  Council  have  taken  no  steps  to 
make  Smokeless  .Tones  in  the  to\n\.  The  atmosphere  is  now  more  dirty 
than  many  of  the  heavy  industrial  towns  in  the  North  of  England,  despite 
the  fact  that  Penrith  is  a  Market  town  in  Rural  surroundings  with  little 
or  no  heavy,  or  medium  heavy  industry. 

New  estates,  such  as  Barco,  Uetheriggs  and  Carleton,  have  been  built 
but  no  provision  has  yet  been  made  to  declare  any  of  these  new  areas 
Smokless  Zones. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 


There  is  one  offensive  trade  in  Penrith.  This  is  a  Knacker' s  Yard 
situated  on  the  south-west  boundary  of  the  district.  No  live  animals 
are  killed  on  the  site,  the  knacker's  yard  accepting  only  dead  animals 
or  waste  products  from  slaughterhouses  for  processing.  Not  listed  at 
this  stage  as  an  Offensive  Trade,  there  is  on  the  southern  boundary  of 
the  town,  a  large  intensive  pig  breeding  centre  and  a  large  poultry  estab¬ 
lishment,  These  are  looked  upon  as  agricultural  enterprises  but  at  what 
stage  do.  these  kind  of  enterprises  become  factories  or  even  offensive 
trades? 

I  myself  am  sure  that  the  answers  could  be  supplied  by  residents  in 
that  area .

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  One  is  owned 
and  run  by  the  Council,  the  second  is  private.  The  Council  slaughterhouse 
caters  for  all  the  local  butchers  and  several  from  the  adjoining  districts. 

Meat  inspection  at  the  Public  Abattoir  is  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  Strict  supervision  of  Meat  inspection 
at  the  private  slaughterhouse  is  accomplished  but  at  considerable  expense. 

POULTRY  INSPECTION . 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  factories  in  the  area. 
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TMZ  LIQUID  ISGG  (PkSTSUHISATICN)  REGULATIONS  1963 . 


There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  district. 

THE  MILK  (SPBCL--L  DBSIGIL.TIOil)  REGULATIONS  1963  (Anended) 

Only  about  five  percent  of  the  milk  retailed  in  Penrith  is  untreated. 
This  five  perecent  is  mainly  from  one  dairy  herd  which  is  Brucellosis  free 
therefore  the  risk  of  contracting  Brucellosis  from  drinking  untreated  milk 
is  only  slight.  As  v/ill  be  seen  in  the  tables  relating  to  milk  samples 
taken  in  accordance  with  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  twenty- 
six  samples  of  untreated  milk  v/ere  found  to  be  free  of  Brucellosis  and  all 
passed  the  Methylene  Blue  test.  The  Methylene  Blue  test  indicates  the  good 
keeping  quality  of  the  milk. 

Sixty  one  samples  cf  pasteurised  milk  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory 
with  the  exception  of  one  sample  which  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  test.  This 
sample  was  a  retail  shop  sample  and  turned  out  to  be  over  a  day  old  from 
time  of  delivery.

TILS  ICR  CREAM  (MEAT  TREATMENT)  REGULATIONS  1959- 

The  last  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  in  Penrith  has  retired  leaving  the 
retailers  the  choice  now  of  only  national  products.  This  is  a  pity  because 
for  many  years  "Bayson1 s  Dairy  Ice  Cream"  was  as  well  known  locally  as 
Mrs.  Furness'  (Ring  Street)  toffee.

(v)  Diseased  meat  and  offal  fro;.:  the  Public  Abattoir  is  collected  and 
sterilised  bjrthe  Hildriggs  Bone  &  Chemical  Co.  Ltd.  Cffal  and 
waste  material  from  the  private  Slaughterhouse  is  also  dealt  with 
by  Messrs.  VJildriggs.  Diseased  red  meat  from  the  private 
Slaughterhouse  is  transported  in  a  locked  vehicle  to  either 
Rochdale ,  Lancashire  or  Edinburgh,  v/here  it  is  processed  into 
animal  food.  The  premises  at  Rochdale  and  Edinburgh  are  licensed 
by  the  Local  Authority. 

(vi )  Bulk  food  examination 

A  one-ton  consignment  of  English  bacon  was  examined  and  found  to 
have  an  abnormal  odour.  The  consignment  was  returned  to  the 
owners  in  order  that  the  matter  could  be  fully  investigated. 

(vii)  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment  etc)  Regulations,  1947-1959-1965) 

The  one  producer  of  "Heat  treated1'  Ice  Cream  has  now  gone  out  of 
business . 
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(viii)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955/56. 

Premises  are  visited  from  time  to  time  during  the  year.  Penrith 
has  no  large  hotel  but  has  several  veil  appointed  private  hotels 
and  guesthouses.  Advice  is  given  when  requested  to  food  traders 

and  handlers.  Food  handlers  are  encouraged  to  enter  ivto  dis¬ 
cussions  etc.,  when  routine  visits  are  made.  A  happy  relationship 
exists  with  all  personnel  in  the  food  industry. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 


A  consignment  of  shelled  nuts  we  re  examined  for  v/eevil  infestation  but 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

A  complaint  that  shrimp  paste  had  been  the  cause  of  acute  illness  in 
a  person  having  eaten  the  paste  -./as  inv  stigated,  The  returned  sample  of 
paste  and  a  sample  of  the  paste  taken  at  the  Store  where  the  original  had 
been  purchased  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination. 

3oth  samples  were  found  to  be  NEGATIVE  for  food  poisoning  organisms. 

A  large  order  for  cooked  chicken  portions  was  placed  with  a  local  store. 
The  cooked  portions  were  collected  hot  ih  plastic  bags  on  the  Saturday.  Cn 
the  Sunday  it  was  found  that  the  chicken  portions  were  "off".  Investigations 
revealed  that  they  had  been  left  in  the  plastic  bags  in  a  warm  atmosphere  and 
had  decomposed. 

A  consignment  of  grapefruit  juice  was  inspected  after  a  complaint  of 
acute  abdominal  pains  in  a  persan  having  partaken  of  the  juice.  The  Labora¬ 
tory  could  find  no  abnormalities  with  the  product  other  than  that  it  v/as 
very  acid  with  a  pK  value  of  below  4.0.

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CASA. VAN  SITES. 


There  are  three  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  Urban  District. 

The  one  to  the  south  of  the  town  on  the  bank  side  of  the  River  Eamont 
at  Earjont  Bridge  is  licensed  for  fourteen  residential  vans.  This  is  a 
very  picturesque  site  with  reasonably  good  facilities  for  the  residents. 

The  second  site  north  of  the  town  centre  and  is  licensed  for  25 
touring  caravans.  This  is  a  high  standard  site  with  good  amenities 
and  excellent  views  of  the  Lakeland  hills. 

The  third  site  has  an  elevated  position  to  the  north  of  the  town. 

From  this  site  are  wonderful  views  of  the  Lakeland  hills  and  fells,  of 
the  Eden  Valley  and  the  Westmorland  fells.  This  site  is  licensed  for 
24  residential  vans,  25  semi-residential  vans  and  25  touring  vans. 

The  site  caters  for  the  travelling  gipsy  and  salesman  and  serves  a  very 
useful  purpose  in  this  area. 

All  three  sites  have  water  borne  sanitation.  The  touring  site 
has  facilities  for  emptying  chemical  closets. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  water  supply  to  Penrith.  The  Eden  Water 
3oard  maintain  an  efficient  service,  supplying  the  town  with  an  adequate 
wholesome  water.
